We will have a meeting sometime within the next 
few days with people from OPC and Procurement to decide how this problem should be 
approached. 

2. Sheff Edwards reports that the paper on what employees in the covert of- 
fices can and cannot say as to their relationship with CIA should be ready in an- 
other day or two. His people are having a meeting with the operating offices today 
to try to reach an agreement on the various points. 

3. Central Processing informs me that travel plans are all 

complete and that he can pick up his papers tomorrow.

tecMjhe memorandum which he promised to send us on personnel requirements. Mr. 
BSHSa s sur e s me that he will let me know if and when such a memorandum arrives. 

5. Suggested to Mr. Wolf that he meet with while he is 

still here. 


6. HHHflHH called about the military personnel requirements which 
were due from DD/P on the 18th. I checked and found that they will be consolidated 
probably by tomorrow noon. We can follow up in an over-all consolidation immediate- 
ly thereafter. 

7. report a successful meeting with^^HBI^lB 
and representatives of Procurement concerning the handling of future shipments of 
supplies and they will develop a Procedural Regulation in the very near future which 
they will recommend for publication.
